ISRAELI 

STORM 

Forces bisect Gaza, surround 
biggest city as offensive expands

GAZA CiTY, Gaza Strip 

Israeli ground troops 
and tanks cut swaths 
through the Gaza Strip 
early Sunday cutting the 
coastal territory into two 
and surrounding its big- 
gest city as the new phase 
of a devastating offensive 
against Hamas militants 
gained momentum. 

The military used 
overwhelming firepower 
from tanks, artillery and 
aircraft to protect the 
advancing soldiers, and 
Gaza officials said at least 
31 civilians were killed in the onslaught. The military said troops killed several 
dozen militants, but Gaza officials could confirm only four dead. 

The ground operation is the second phase in an offensive that began as a 
weeklong aerial onslaught aimed at halting Hamas rocket fire that has reached 
deeper and deeper into Israel, threatening one-eighth of Israel’s population. 

The new deaths brought the death toll to more than 500 since Dec. 27, 
according to officials, who say at least 100 civilians are among the dead. 

Gaza City’s civilians cowered inside, nearly paralyzed by fear. 

“We keep hearing the sounds of airplanes and we don’t know if we’ll live 
until tomorrow or not,” said Lubna Karam, 28. 

In his first public comments on the operation, Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert told his Cabinet on Sunday that Israel could not allow its civilians to 
continue to be targeted by rockets from Gaza. 

“This morning I can look every one you in the eyes and say the government 
did everything before deciding to go ahead with the operation. This operation 
was unavoidable,” he said.

Biagojevich has few 
allies as impeachment 
vote draws near

Goy Biagojevich doesn’t have many 
friends these days, particularly among 
the lawmakers who will decide whether 
to throw him out of office. 

The vote to begin impeachment 
proceedings was unanimous. Former allies 
have fallen silent since his Dec. 9 arrest 
on federal corruption charges. Members 
of a special impeachment committee are 
uniformly negative in their comments and 
questions. 

“Isn’t anyone here going to stand up for 
the governor?” Biagojevich attorney Ed 
Genson asked the committee last week. 

The response was silence. 

Biagojevich even has trouble finding 
support closer to home. His circle of aides 
and informal advisers has fallen apart due 
to arrests, resignations and the pressure of 
a federal investigation that dates back six 
years. His chief legislative ally is retiring 
next month. 

There have been few details about what 
Biagojevich is doing behind closed doors 


G-RODVS.RYAN 

Things were far different when 
Republican Gov. George Ryan was 
engulfed in scandal. Even as the 
public turned away from Ryan, he 
remained popular among lawmakers. 
That insulated him from any serious 
impeachment threat. 

Gov. Biagojevich, however, faced 
impeachment talk even before the FBI 
arrested him, alleging that he schemed 
to shake down a hospital executive for 
campaign donations, tried to benefit 
from appointing the replacement for 
President-elect Obama’s Senate seat and 
more. 


at his Chicago office, other than signing 
a few bills and attempting to maintain an 
air of “business as usual.” His spokesman 
has said the governor is meeting with 
aides and staff about Illinois’ $2 billion- 
plus budget gap, but no one has provided 
details or stepped forward to confirm 
Biagojevich is even talking with anyone. 

He spends the rest of his time at home, 
save for a few visits to Genson’s office. 

Blagojevich’s woeful situation leaves him 
immensely vulnerable to impeachment 
in the House and then conviction in the 
Senate. 


Lawmakers can vote against him for any 
reason they want . They don’ t have to follow 
rules of evidence or consider reasonable 
doubt. They could vote to throw him 
out of office simply because they don’t 
consider him fit to be governor. 

That’s an easier vote to make if no one 
will stand up and defend him. 

His closest ally in the House, state 
Rep. Jay Hoffman, a fellow Democrat 
from Collinsville, said nothing to support 
Biagojevich when the House voted to 
establish an impeachment committee. 
Instead, Hoffman said at a news 
conference that he would resign if he were 
in Blagojevich’s position. 

One of the few people with kind 
words for the governor, state Rep. Ken 
Dunkin, said the two- term Democrat 
faces payback for years of feuding with 
the Legislature. 

Still, Dunkin voted along with everyone 
else to begin impeachment proceedings. 

It would take a simple majority 
vote for the House to impeach, which 
basically means accusing Biagojevich of 
misconduct. 

Then the state Senate would hold a 
trial to determine whether he’s guilty A 
conviction there requires a two-thirds 
majority vote. 


Burris readies 
for wiid week

Senate’s top two 
Democrats defended 
their right to deny a seat 
to Roland Burris, Barack 
Obama’s successor-in- 
waiting, while refus- 
ing to rule out a deal as Burris 
Congress and its new 
members begin work this week. 

‘Anything can happen,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev). But he described 
the chances of Burris joining the Senate as “very 
difficult.” 

Also Sunday, Reid denied a published report 
he told Biagojevich in early December that he 
opposed the appointments of Democratic Reps. 
Jesse Jackson Jr. and Danny Davis to the Senate 
seat out of fear they would lose the seat to a 
Republican in the 2010 general election. 

Illinois Sen. Dick Durbin acknowledged 
that his governor has the state constitutional 
authority to fill the vacancy 

Burris sought spiritual and political sustenance 
Sunday night at a church on the South Side. 

Warm words of support and prayers for Roland 
Burris at New Covenant Church contrasted with 
the frigid reactions from Senate leaders, many 
of whom say his appointment by the embattled 
Biagojevich is so badly stained that Burris 
shouldn’t be seated when the new Congress 
convenes this week. 

Burris took the church stage to a crescendo 
of drums, organ music and applause from 
hundreds of supporters, including black leaders 
and ministers. 

“The appointment is legal,” he said, thanking 
those gathered at the prayer service. “That is all 
there is. I don’t know what all the confusion is 
about.” 

Before the service, Burris supporter U.S. Rep. 
Bobby Rush (D-Ill.) and about 60 ministers 
condemned Senate Democratic leaders for 
rejecting Burris. ^

Police find 3 babies in f iithy apartment 


Three babies were found by Chicago police 
Saturday night in a filthy West Side apart- 
ment that was riddled with rats and roaches, 
leading to their parents’ arrests. 

Lattice Johnson, 23, and Kevin ^JCysinger, 21, 
were each charged with three misdemeanor 
counts of endangering the life of a child and 
three misdemeanor counts of contributing 
to the neglect of a child, officials said Sunday 
Shirley Senner, 21, was charged with one mis- 


demeanor count each of endangering the life 
of a child and contributing to the neglect of 
a child. 

The three adults, who told police they lived 
in the apartment, are parents of at least one of 
the children, but police were not saying who 
is related to whom. Police responded to a 911 
call for a domestic disturbance at the apart- 
ment in the 600 block of North Spaulding 
Avenue about 9:35 p.m., they said. 


Once inside the apartment, officers found 
Johnson and Wysinger. There was no heat in 
the unit, and there were roaches, rats, numer- 
ous open containers of alcohol, exposed elec- 
trical wires and an overflowed toilet with 
human waste, police said. There also was no 
food or water in the unit, they said. 

The boys, who were wearing winter coats 
when found by police, were then taken 
away from the apartment, and Johnson and 


Wysinger were taken into custody 

Officers later heard noises coming from a 
bedroom. That’s where they discovered the 
baby girl hidden on the floor behind a mattress 
that was propped against a wall, police added. 

“When you think you’ve seen it all. ... 
It’s shocking and appalling,” said Harrison 
District Lt. John Andrews. “If it were not for 
the alertness of the officers at the scene, this 
4-month-old baby could have died.” 


3 kids safe after carjacking 

Three small children who were briefly 
abducted during a carjacking on the Far 
South Side on Saturday afternoon were 
returned safely to their mother, Chicago 
police said Sunday. The kids and their father 
were in a vehicle in the 13200 block of 
South Riverdale Avenue, when the father 
was approached by three people with 
black masks who displayed handguns and 
demanded that he get out of the vehicle.

He 
bested his buddy and former offensive coor- 
dinator Brad Childress in this one, and they 
spoke for several moments on the field after 
the game while maybe a thousand Eagles 
fans cheered around the tunnel entrance and 
began a derogatory chant toward the Giants. 

Philadelphia will play next Sunday in New 
Jersey against the top-seeded defending 
champs, sending Arizona to play Carolina in 
the other NFC semifinal on Saturday 

Jackson, who lost his job in September but 
got it back when Gus Frerotte was hurt, went 
i5-for-35 for 164 yards. Adrian Peterson’s two 
touchdown runs weren’t nearly enough for 
NFC North champion Minnesota, which will 
head to yet another off-season with burning 
questions about the quarterbacks. 

Westbrook couldn’t find any room to run, 
finishing with 38 yards on 20 carries even with 


two starters (Ray Edwards and Pat Williams) 
missing on Minnesota’s defensive line. But 
McNabb, who went 23-for-34 for 300 yards, 
kept the offense from derailing.

MIAMI The Baltimore Ravens had Chad 
Pennington spinning, ducking, on his heels 
and on his back.

The Ravens came up with four intercep- 
tions, including one returned 64 yards for 
a touchdown by Ed Reed, and won 27-9 on 
Sunday to spoil the Miami Dolphins’ first 
playoff game in seven seasons.

The playoff victory was the first for the 
Ravens since they beat Miami in a first- 
round game in January 2002. The result put 
the brakes on this season’s remarkable resur- 
gence by the Dolphins (11-6), who won the 
AFC East after going 1-15 in 2007.

Whether onstage or in the 
studio, A Bullet Called Life 
excels when the members are 
sharply focused. 

Though the group plays 
blues-infused stoner rock, bass- 
ist Dave Lundeen says band 
members “try to sound like 
an extremely tight and well- 
rehearsed R&B/soul band.” 

“We focus on playing the 
music,” he said, “and we know 
what we are going to play because we have 
drilled our set to death.” 

A Bullet Called Life writes its music 
with a similarly organized mind-set, creat- 
ing a central storyline to run throughout a 


series of songs. 

“We often start with a cou- 
ple songs and then one of us 
comes up with a story, and we 
start retro-fitting the lyrics to 
fit that,” Lundeen said. 

The band’s eponymous 
release followed a story line 
that captivated the entire 
nation: the recent presiden- 
tial election. But the group’s 
in-progress full-length album, 
set to drop this spring, may 
not have a central theme. 

“We have some ideas kicking around,” 
Lundeen said. “When there is a story, it 
makes lyric writing a lot easier.” 

A Bullet Called Life’s attraction to well- 
established order may result from the 


inherently chaotic blend of each member’s 
talents. 

Half of the band has formal training in 
music while the other half is self-taught. 
Such a hodgepodge of styles and back- 
grounds easily could result in a mess with- 
out some level of organization. 

To Lundeen, it’s that streamlined focus 
that multiplies the talents of each of A 
Bullet Called Life’s members. 

“We are all great players as individuals,” 
he said. “But nothing feels and sounds as 
good as playing together.”

Video game boom helps original artists

The video games Rock Band 2 and Guitar 
Hero are rocking bars and living rooms 
across the country— and putting cash in 
many artists’ pockets. 

Sales of many songs have more than 
doubled after release in one of the games, 
and well-known bands have started lin- 
ing up to provide new music direct to the 
game makers. Now record labels— notic- 
ing what they are missing and struggling 


as compact disc sales tumble— are looking 
for a bigger piece of the action. 

Although labels get some royalties 
from the play-along games’ makers, 
they often are bypassed on image 
and likeness licensing deals, which 
the bands control and which 
account for a rising proportion 
of musicians’ income.

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All Beyonce ... all the time

Beyonce is fast becoming the queen of 
%uTube. 

Her video for “If I Were a Boy” has been 
watched by more than 34 million on the 
video-sharing site. In it, Beyonce imagines 
life if gender roles were reversed between her 
and her boyfriend (a fictional boyfriend, alas, 
notJay-Z). 

The popularity of “If I Were a Boy” is 
matched by Beyonce’s “Single Ladies (Put a 
Ring On It).” That video has yielded at least 
22 million views and inspired countless bed- 
room copycats. 

Whereas “If I Were a Boy” is conceptual 
and has a narrative, “Single Ladies” is simple, 
imitable and iconic. It’s just Beyonce dancing 
in a black leotard, heels and a bizarre metal 
glove, flanked by two similarly dressed female 
dancers on a plain white studio set. 

The video has spawned dozens and dozens 
of amateur versions, from the mimicking of a 
toddler to more aggressively serious attempts, 
like that of a 20 -year-old North Carolina 
native who identifies himself as a Staples 
employee named Chris or ‘^A.ngel Pariz.”

Beyonce has spoken about how bowled 
over she is by all the imitations and met some 
of the dancers. She also joined the “Saturday 
Night Live” parody of the video with Justin 
Timberlake and cast members Andy Samberg 
and Bobby Moynihan. (That video also has 
been watched by millions online.) 

Beyonce’s most recent video, “Diva,” 
returns the singer to the simple style of her 
and two dancers in a plain setting— this time 
an empty warehouse. 

The popularity of Beyonce’s videos only 
reinforces how important music videos are 
to the Google-owned TbuTube. Many of 


the most watched videos in YouTube’s short 
history are music videos — such as OK Go’s 
treadmill clip. 

In December, though, videos by artists 
signed to Warner Music Group began disap- 
pearing from the site after contract negotia- 
tions broke down between the music com- 
pany and YjuTube. The takedown included 
many fan-created videos as well. 

It’s a somewhat ironic development for a 
medium— the music video— originally cre- 
ated as an advertisement to sell records (and 
thus something labels wanted played as much 
as possible). But as album sales have declined, 
all revenue streams are more important to 
labels. 

There’s competition in being an online 
broadcaster of music videos, too. Artist pages 
on MySpace increasingly host music videos, 
and MTV earlier this year launched the beta 
version of the impressive mtvmusic.com, 
a player that hosts seemingly every music 
video. 

Naturally, Beyonce’s “Single Ladies” is one 
of the most viewed videos at MTVMusic 
too.
